But five matters of especial interest have come before 
the Selectmen : — 

Early in the past year your overseer of the poor and 
selectmen thought it best to provide some one place in 
which to care for all the town poor. The Chatterton stone 
house was leased and furnished for this purpose and since 
it was occupied there has been a marked decrease in the 
poor expense. 

Another new departure has been the contracting for the 
medical care and medicine for paupers. This contract 
covers all cases, except where a second physician is neces- 
sary, and was awarded to Dr. H. L. Newell for one year 
from April. 

The village trustees have transferred to the town high- 
way account gSoo, which enables us to pay all the highway 
expenses for the year, all interest on outstanding orders, and 
to reduce the highway debt I400.

Report of Town Superintendent of Schools. 



To the Selectmen of the Town of Proctor : 

I herewith submit my report as Superintendent of 
vSchools of the Town of Proctor for the year ending March 
I, 1893. 

Although more changes in teachers in the Graded Dis- 
trict have occurred than usual, owing to resignations and a 
few cases of unfitness, yet the school work has not suffered 
from the change, but, on the contrary, has in nearly every 
instance been benefited thereby. Every teacher in town is 
either a regular subscriber to some good educational journal 
or else has the reading of the same. 

As another indication of the professional spirit" which 
our teachers are manifesting, I would mention the following : 
Near the beginning of the Fall Term a professional line of 
reading was commenced by all the teachers in Town, in- 
cluding the teacher at District No. ro. Each teacher pur- 
chased and read '^Rowland's Practical Hints to Teachers," 
by the late George Rowland, Superintendent of the Chicago 
schools. It is proposed to read one such book each Term 
throughout the year. 

Teachers' meetings have been held at stated intervals, 
which have been regularly attended by all teachersof the Town. 
At these meetings papers have been read and discussions 
taken place upon methods in teaching Arithmetic, Reading, 
Geography, Language, Morals and Manners, and other sub- 
jects pertaining to school discipline and management. The 
interest taken by teachers in these meetings is commendable. 



TOWN OF PROCIOR. 

In the Graded Schools the following facts are note- 
worthy : In the Spring Term the High School graduated its 
first class, consisting of nine young ladies. 

In connection with the closing exercises of the schools 
an exhibit of the work done in school was given, consisting 
of charts, maps, note, drawing and writing books; clay 
modeling from the Primary Schools; also number work and, 
in fact, every department of work that could be represented, 
was on exhibition, and parents and friends present took an 
active interest in examining the same. 

Memorial Day and Columbus Day were observed by 
appropriate exercises. 

By means of the usual appropriation on the part of the 
School Board, a set of Supplementary Readers were added to 
the Grammar School, which addition completes the equip- 
ment of our schools in this particular, each school now hav- 
ing a good supply of supplementary reading matter. 

The importance of this addition cannot be overesti- 
mated, and the improvement made in reading since these 
readers were added is very marked. 

A full supply of drawing materials have also been freely 
furnished, and the work in this line has steadily progressed. 
I would also call attention to the study of music as carried 
forward in the schools of the Graded District. It is a con- 
stant surprise and pleasure to me to note what good work can 
be done in teaching pupils to sing when under the right in- 
struction, and that the pupils of our Graded Schools have 
such instruction can be easily verified by a visit to any one 
of the several schools during the singing period. 

Any report of these schools would be incomplete without 
at least a brief recognition of the interest taken by the mem- 
bers of the School Board to secure the best results therein. 
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During the summer vacation, besides fitting up a new school 
with all modern appliances, all the school rooms received 
proper attention and repairs were made, which are heartily 
appreciated by teachers and pupils. The citizens of the Vil- 
lage of Proctor are to be congratulated that they have a 
School Committee that is wise and efficient. 

District No. lo has retained the same teacher as last 
year, and I am glad to commend her earnest efforts in the 
behalf of her school. She has taken up the course of reading 
previously mentioned and has also attended a good number 
of teachers' meetings, and there has been evident improve- 
ment ; but nevertheless the quality of instruction given is not 
what the outlay and needs of the District warrants or de- 
mands. There are School Committees who have yet to learn 
that the scholarship requisite to meet the Teachers' Examina- 
tion does not of necessity imply ability to teach, and that no 
business or profession calls for a deeper insight, wiser 
methods, or more delicate or skillful treatment, or is more 
important to society than that of quickening the intellect and 
developing and molding the character of those who, as men 
and women, are soon to control all our interests.
